Meanwhile Spies bad called for paper, 


pen and ink, and was soon busily engaged 
in writing, At fifteen minutes, past eight 
o'clock Mr. Bolton, having passed just 
eighteen minutes with Parsons, left tut 
coll. The Anarchist followed him to the 
door, and then pulling It to, stood with 
his hands behind him, apparently strain- 
ing bin eyes to determine the personnel of 
the crowd in tho jailer's ofllce across the 
corridor. 


Tho preacher moved along the corridor 


and stopped at the cell where Spies was 
writing. The Anarchist looked up quickly, 
but without a word or look of recognition 
ho returned bis eyes to the paper before 
him and his pen to its work. After stand* 
ing at tho door for a few minutes in tha 
vain hope that Spies after all would con- 
sent to admit him, Mr. Bolton went to tbe 
next cell which was occupied by Engel. 
Here ho wan readily admitted, and at this 
writing, 8:25 a. m,, is closeted with him.

contented nnd happy business man in hla 
ofllce than a crimii.al whoso sai.ds of life 
wore nearly run out. 


At 8:25 n. in. Spies quit writing, and 


calling (o tho {lentil-watch asked for a 
couptu of envelopes. They were furnished 
him. With great deliberation he folded 
the paper upon which lie had been writing 
and placed three pap.es in one envelope 
and two in another, 
t'hese ho sealed and 


directed, and then resuming bis easy posi 
tion and his cigar he gazed coi.iompla- 
tively through tho bars up at the sky* 
light.

It was 
a deputy testing the scaffold with sand- 
sags. Engel came to the door of his col). 
9e knew what the sound meant, and 
•winked at bis death-watch. 


Rev. Dr. Botton, at 10:15 o'clock, again 


•visited one after another of tbe cells, but 
trOm none of the condemned did he re. 
ceive encouragement. 


Deputy-Sheriff Gleason called Captain 


Bonfleld aside and asked him anxiously 
about the crowds on the outside and the 
probability of trouble. The Captain re- 
plied that all was quiet, and that tbe po- 
lice were fully able to cope with any dis- 
turbance. He pointed to the roof of the 
jail, which was literally studded with 
oflicera armed with repeating rifles. 


At 11:10 a. m. the jury fell in and took 


their places in the double row of chairs 
which have be«n reserved in front of the 
press tables. The spectators, of whom 
there are less than two hundred, are ad- 
mitted to the rear. Altogether the cor- 
ridor is not half filled. The cells on the 
first floor, as well as those on the two 
upper tiers, have been emptied of their 
occupants. The gathering'is quiet and 
decorous. Hats have been removed and 


ars thrown away. There is none of the 


crowding, pushing, smoking, swearing 
mob that disgraced tho execution of the 
Italians two years ago.

Spies 
and Parsons, at either oiivl of the scaffold, 
maintain a stolid and dignified demeanor, 
but there is a look tfi unutterable woo 
upon the face of the ex-editor which 
pierces the hearts of those surrounding 
the scaffold. 


The shrouda h ad already been adjusted 


before the men left their cells.

remains but to encircle each neck with 
the noose and to cover each head with the 
cap. 
Jailer Polz approaches Spios. A 


quick movement—so quick that it can 
hardly bo noticed—and tho rope is around 
his neck and being drawn taunt. 
Thera 


is not a movement of a muscle.—the same 
stolid look, the same woe-begone look 
from the eyes.

The bodies of Engel and Fischer were 


motionless for a moment after the drop, 
save for the swinging to and fro. Then 
Fischer's legs drew up and down and 
there was a convulsive movement in big 
arms. 
Engel's 
struggles were 
brief. 


Parsons alone died as though his heart 
had been pierced by a bullet. He cams 
down like a log. There was not a twitch, 
not a single contraction of the muscles. 
His neck bad been broken instantly. All 
three of the others evidently 
slowly 


strangled to death. 


•Alter the Execution. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Prof. W. A. Sullivan, 


a professional embalmer of Boston, ac- 
companied by Dr. J. J. Morrison, Charles 
HagerandC, H. Saunters, embalmers of 
this city, went to the undertaking estab- 
lishment at No, 490 Milwaukes avenue 
yesterday afternoon to prepare for burial 
the bodies ot Spies, Fischer and Parsons. 
The body of Spies was embalmed first 
and turned over to his mother who took 
it home late in the evening. The em- 
balmers are still at work on the bodies of 
Parson and Fischej-. 


"Judging from the appearances of tlie 


bodies," said Prof. Sullivan to a reporter, 
"the banging of 
these 
mon 
was a 


thoroughly scientific piece of work. I did 
not witness the execution, and my judg- 
ment upon the skill with which it was 
managed is based upon my observation of 
the appearance of the bodies which I am 
now working upon. Yes, Engel was the 
only one of the four whose neck was 
broken. 
The other threa 
choked to 


death." 


Officers Henry if. Smith and B. F. Tear- 


ney were on a Milwaukee avenue car yes- 
t^rday afternoon, whon they heard a man 
on the front platform say: "We'll fix the 
d 
d police to-night." The officers wont 


out, and the fellow stonped talking. Ono 
of the policemen saiil something to him, 
and tho man grabbed Officer Smith by the 
collar, at the same tma drawing a vo- 
volver from his pocket nnd attempting to 
Bro. The man's arm was knocked down, 
and after a hard fight ho and his compan- 
ion were hustled to tho Desnlaines street 
station, where the fallow with tho revolver 
registered 
as Charles Lavenstem. His 


companion's name is Perry. Both were 
locked up. 


Five hundred dollars was presented yes- 


torday to tho widows and orphans of the 
men killed at the Havmarket us follows: 
To the widow of Offi-n'i- Nels Hansen and 
their four children, $15 i; $125 to the widow 
of Officer Flavin nnd tlie rest of tho other 
families.

After mucl1 tugging the knot 
was slipped and the whijpo cap taken o'ff 
Spies face was covered 
with a greasy 


perspiration and his mouth was open, 
showing teeth 
somewhat 
discolored. 


There was nx> discoloration of the face, 
and the noose left no si'gn or mark on the 
neck. Dr. Lewis placed his nn°;«r under 
J;he right side of tbe neck and pressed it. 
"Spies died by strangulation" he said 
shortly. 
"The neck is not broken." In- 


stantly tho cap was replaced and tho cov 
er of the coffin was screwed down. 


As soon as the coffin lid had been ad- 


justed, Fischer's bodv was lowered and 
prepared for encasement. His long neck 
showed a b'*ie black line of discoloration, 
with a slight coagulation under the lefl 
ear. 
Engel's body wns warm although 


his hands showed ;;reat discoloration. 
The strain on the hand cuffs had been so 
severe as to imbed the irons in the fleah. 
The somewhat frail f"rni of Albert Par- 
sons was easily hand ed. Over a spot- 
less undershirt'he wore a new suit of dark 
biue flannel. 


It is given out that 5000 has been of- 


fered for the clothes which Parsons wore 
at the hanging. The body o£ Spies was 
removed at ten minute before two o'clock 
and the others wei'o delivered a few mitt' 
utes later.

During tho last three motif'1:; \vo have been 


in all of tho best cities of Europe, and in 
some wo liavo thought it hardly possible, for 
I'aris to bo superior, but twenty-four hours 
here will convince tho most skeptical that in 
nil thoso features which go toward making a 
city attractive, in tho general senso of the 
term, Taris is so far ahead of all competitors 
that you can't see them without a telescope. 
But with all her beauty and attractiveness, 
I'aris is inconceivably bad, and eho has ar-' 
ri vcd at that stage of shamelessness, in which 
tho subject pays no heed to concealment, but 
eho rather glories in exhibiting it to all the 
world. Perhaps Paris is not altogether to 
blame, however, for tho thousands of visitors 
from moro pious sections of tho footstool 
tako a hand with her, and tho cosmopolitan 
"combine1' u something terrible to contem- 
plate. I knowstakl and sober American hus- 
baudti and wives who go to some of the gar- 
dens aud theatres of Paris whero respectable 
French women are novcr seen, where tho can 
can is a feature, and whero vice is spelled 
with u big V. One to. whom I sp^ko in some 
surprise about this replied to this effect: 


"Oh, of course; I wouldn't think of going 


to such a placa at home, but it's all right in 
Pans, and must bo taken in as ono of tho 
orthodox sights of tho city." 


But Paris is beautiful, and I am reminded 


by her beauty and wickedness of Mcssalina, 
whoso morbid face in tho Vatican is fairer 
than that of any woman, living or dead, I 
liavo seen on tho continent. I can scarcely 
give tho record of Messaliim in a public print, 
but thoso who know it will, I think, ugreo 
with mo in calling Paris tho Messalina of 
cities. 


"What's the use of jumping on Paris in 


that style f" asks Dickey, and I am con- 
stralucd to repeat the question to mysolt and 
pause for a reply. 


Somebody has got to bo supremely wicked, 


and if Paris wauts the distinction lot her 
have it. Eat, drink and be merry, for to- 
morrow yo die, and after death comes? 


I find that my American French is rot 


worth .shucks as a medium for tho expression 
of thought in France, and it is even worse to 
grasp what is said to mo. ^Iy car is not so 
well educated as my tongue, and when I 
manage to get a question asked intelligently 
I am completely knocked out by tho answer. 
A policeman, with real French politeness, 
tumbled to that fact tho other day, and 
when ho couldn't toll mo what I wanted to 
know ho fished out a pencil and paper and 
wroto it for mo as if I had been deaf. It an- 
swered tho purpose and my question, though, 
and I was correspondingly grateful 


Mem.: Learn to read French, which is 


really easy, and when you visit France pro- 
tend that you aro deaf. 


I met a man the other day—an American— 


something rvedonon million times, I pre- 
sume, in my long and uneventful career, and 
he began to plumo himseli; on his superior 
knowledge, as man do otlcii when there's a 
woman m tho case. Wo wont out to buy 
gloves. 
(.Units is the French for gloves, 


which are cheap in Paris, and ho took me 
by several places, because, as ho said, wo 
cuuld find something butter. Finally wo went 
into n shop and he began to spread.

NEW YORK, Nor. 7.—The sale of th» art 


treasures and library of the late Henry 'Ward 
Beecher is set down to begin Tuesday, and 
tho American Museum ot Art, where the col- 
lection now is, has "been visited by great 
numbers of people since it wa» first exposed 
tor sale. Tbe bidding will no doubt be brisk, 
"specially for some of tho books, but there 
will bo few things purchased because of great 
artistic merit, for Mr. Beecher was not a con-. 
Doisseur—ho bought his pictures and pieces of 
bric-a-brac because he liked them, without 
regard to art. 


But oven had Mr. Beechor been possessed 


of tho most delicate artistic taste, his collec- 
tion would of necessity have embraced much 
not ot a high order of merit; for ho was th» 
recipient of an enormous number and va- 
riety of souvenirs, testimonials, specimen im- 
pressions of engravings and lithographs from 
publishers, etc. Few of these latter are any- 
thing moro than ordinary in conception or 
execution. Their presence in the collection 
now offered for salo may servo to explain 
many a now half forgotten advertisement 
containing Beecher's indorsement of some en- 
graving, then new, of a religious or domestio 
subject, the aim of which might be conscious- 
ly recommended whether its art was good or 
not. 


Beecher's personal friends and tho mem- 


bers of his church; too; are responsible for 


much that is dubi- 
ous in the collec- 
tion. For they do- 
lugod him with 
prints and books 
and bric-a-brac of 
every conceivable 
sort — of cours* 
within proper 
limits — and what 
could he do but ac- 
cept them and 
treasure them? Of 
oil paintings, there 
aro few, and al- 
most none of the 
present school of 
painting.

A Chinese Law for Debtors. 


In tho last batch of Chinese medical re- 


ports which have been published by order of 
the inspector general of customs at tihan^hai, 
Dr. W. Morrison, of Kowehan;;, mentions 
. B revolting fact which must bo new to many 
of our readers. It is that in some places in 
China debtors who aro unable to meet tho 
claims of their creditors aro punished with 
the loss of si^iit. In the case which came 
under Dr, Mon-ison'h observation it was the 
debtor's son who was tho victim of this dia- 
bolical cu:;toni. iie was tied hands and feet 
and deprived wholly of tho sight of ouocyo, 
while that of tho other would liavo been lost 
but for timely Biir;Jcal aid. The offense was 
that the poor fellow's lather owoil tho re- 
morseless yhylocks forty taeis, or about £10 
in English money. Dr. Morri.son was in- 
formed that the practice was by no means 
uncommon, and that about the time ho V.MS at- 
tending to his patient another man was dying 
in the same neighborhood from similar inju- 
ries. The Chinese authorities are investigat- 
ing the matter, and wo hope that when Sir 
Robert Hart issues his next volume hi1 will 
bo ablo to speak of such barbarities as things 
of the past.—London News.
